Miss Sydney Kilpatrick of Alexandria and Mrs, 
Edgar Hull of New Orleans were nominated for the 
two posts which will become vacant on the Board of 
Trustees. 

At the Jan. 12 meeting, the Board will recom- 
mend that the membership adopt a change in Society 
by-laws with regardto payment of dues. Article IV, 
Section 1, Paragraph 3 states that those who become 
members after Oct. 15 are not required to pay dues 
for that year. 

This sentence, the Board decided, did not take 
into consideration the publication of The Register, 
which is included in the annual dues. Those who 
join the Society at any time during the calendar year 
are entitled to ALL copies of the publication for that 
year. However, to givea member who came in after 
Oct. 15 the six issues free of charge would not be 
fair to paying members. Neither could the Society 
affordit. This provision has never been carried out, 
and the Board feels that it should be changed.

Sarah Stuart married Thomas Grayson in Ken- 
tucky. Sarah was born March 15, 1779 in North 
Carolina anddied March 5, 1833in Louisiana. Sarah 
had a brother, Col. Abraham Stuart, who moved in 
1818 from near Hopkinsville, Ky. to Washington, Ark. 
Sarah and Col. Abraham were the children of John 
and Sarah Stuart of North Carolina. Sarah, wife of 
John Stuart, was born 1748 or 1749 and died in 
Arkansas in 1856 or 1857 and is buried in the Stuart, 
graveyard in Washington, Ark.

(188) DE FERIET, PYNCHON, ST. MAXCENT, 
LEWIS, D'AUNOY (DANNAUY) 

In connection witha work upon which lam engaged, 
I am greatly interested in the DeFeriet family who 
came to this country from Lorraine and were quite 
active in New Orleans. The first of the DeFeriets 
came just prior to the French Revolution, namely, 
Marie Anne (Pynchon) de Feriet, the widow of the 
Baron Louis Philippe Francois de Feriet, seigneur 
of Verney, France, and her three children, Ferdi- 
nand, Gabriel and Jenika. 

After the Revolution, all of the family appear to 
have gone back to France excepting the son, Ferdi- 
nand, who inherited the baronial title. He remained 
in New Orleans and became a successful business- 
man there. It is my belief that he served, as a 
captain, in the Spanish service during their period 
of dominance in Louisiana. I also have the idea that 
his wife was Mercedite (or Marcelite) de St. Maxcent, 
a native of New Orleans and of a family prominent 
there in the days of Bienville. 

Baron Ferdinand de Feriet had four children: 
Camille, who married John Lewis, a young New 
Orleans attorney-at-law; Mathilde, who married one 
Charles d'Aunoy (or Dannauy); Ferdinand, and 
Gabriel. Frommynotes, it appears that there were 
alliances between the de Feriet family and the Mon- 
roses and Culbertsons. 

I have previously mentioned Baron Ferdinand's 
sister, Jenika. She never married but returned to 
this country in 1816 and lived at Leraysville, N. Y. 
for many years. She carried on a voluminous cor-# 
respondence with this brother and, in 1824, went to 
visit himat New Orleans, remaining there for a year 
or more. 

The Baron Ferdinand's son, Gabriel, was at one 
time the controller of the treasury of the Third 
Municipality. In 1836, he was commissioned by the 
governor as auctioneer for the City of New Orleans. 
During the Butler regime, he was banished to Ship 
Island, as a political non-conformist. Afterward, 
he returned to business and became a prominent and 
successful citizen. He was born in 1807. 

His uncle, Gabriel de Feriet, had a stormy 
career, having been a great problem to the police in 
France while engaged in smuggling there. Later he 
becamea great trouble to his brother in New Orleans 
while operating a disorderly tavern there, and finally © 
met his death in some violent manner.
